Using Rope as Spar* Tire. 


When n blowout occurs on the road 
and no spare tube or shoe Is on Hie car 
and the blown tube or cnslriK Is beyond 
further repair, the usual method of 
procedure Is to run to the nearest 
garage on the rim. 
In every case this 
means positive destruction of the rim. 
If the casing Is removed, and serious 
damage of the rim or the destruction 
of the shoo, If It Is left on. 
Recently 
a motorist was In this predicament, 
and he procured some rope from a 
farmer and wound It tightly around 
the rim, felloe and spokes. 
The first 
few turns of rope were wound circum- 
ierontlully; the remainder, was wound 
crosswise, so that holding places were 
obtained .at four or five spokes. 
Suffi­ 
cient rope was used to make the thick­ 
ness of tho novel tire equal to that of 
the rubber casing. 


If properly wound the rope tire will 
not make riding very uncomfortable. 
In any event it Is better than destroy­ 
ing n rlrn.—Popular Science Monthly.

A Visit to • Hospital That Resulted In 
a Surprise to the Caller and Forced 
a Conscientious Orderly to Do His 
Duty as He Saw It. 


A very much subdued officer

one of the Italian ships in the pott 
left a Brooklyn bospltal the other day 
after an experience like that of the 
man who was forced to take mustard 
with his boiled beef. The officer bad 
been coerced into taking a bath In tho 
bospltal, albeit be did not need one 
any more than his vessel had need of 
whiffletree— merely a blunder on the 
part of an officious but conscientious 
orderly. 
The hardy 
mariner 
could 
speak very little English, and that was 
partly the cnuse of the trouble. 


Tho hospital in question has dealings 
with the merchant marine, and many 
sailors who come into port sick are 
sent to tho Institution for medical treat­ 
ment. It chanced that one of the men 
from this vessel had been taken to the 
Hospital and had ty private room on 
one of the upper Doors. The victim of 
the bath called to see him and made 
application in his halting English at 
the office of the institution. 
He was 
aide to explain sufficiently that he had 
called to have n talk with his ship­ 
mate, and the superintendent 
gave 
him a slip to hand to the nurse, with 
directions to go to the floor where his 
comrade was temporarily interned. Ho 
went up In the elevator without mis­ 
hap and encountered a dainty little 
nurse, to whom In his crude English 
he explained matters. 


She motioned to him to take a seat 
on a bench that stood along the wall in 
the hall, and he Just understood enough 
of her talk to know that he would have 
to wnlt. He was there about five min­ 
utes when the orderly came along. 


Now, tho bench occupied by the sailor 
was a bench for new patients. A new 
patient must submit to a bath unless 
there are orders to the contrary, and, 
although this particular ship's officer 
was as tidy and clean ns could be, 
there were no contrary orders in his 
case. The orderly naturally supposed 
that tho man on the bench was waiting 
for his tub and proceeded to get it ready 
for him. Tho hospital employee filled 
the bathtub und led the guest Into tho 
room. The water was hot.

The sailor didn't want a bath and 
shook bis head in a vigorous negative. 


"See here, my good man," proceeded 
his volunteer valet, "you'll have to 
take if, and that's nil there is about i t 
It is a rule of tho hospital, and you 
can't stay here unless you Jump Into 
that tub." 


With a delicacy that is not often met 
with in men orderlies in city hospitals, 
this particular official supposed that the 
new patient might bo a bit modest 
about his tubbing and left him in the 
bathroom. But he took the precaution 
to lock him up.

Immediately after the orderly went 
a bundle of towels und soap came fly­ 
ing out over the transom. The hospital 
man threw them back again. The man 
inside Just as promptly returned them 
flying back. A third time tho towels 
and soap wero thrown out, and this 
mode the orderly nngry. Ho went in 
and had It out with the recalcitrant. 


"You've Just got to take that bath, 
my man, und that is all there is about 
it. If you don't I'll bathe you myself." 


The man evidently understood that 
there was no escape and, probably sup­ 
posing that ft was a custom of the hos­ 
pital to bathe all visitors, proceeded to 
disrobe and dutifully jumped In. Tho 
orderly was satisfied and went about 
his other duties. 


Tho man's visit to the hospital had 
been a long one, and the superintend­ 
ent culled up on the house telephone to 
llnd out what had become of him. Tho 
trim little nurse was asked to explain. 
She did not know where he had gone. 


"I left him sitting on tho bdnch 
here." she suid, "and when I looked for 
him again he had disappeared." 


The 
elevator man was questioned, and he 
could not tell what had become of 
him.

She 
used a mass of figures, and quoted many a man holding high place in the nation 
—all in support of her propaganda against national prohibition. 
There were 
many things she said which were true, some of them fundamentally and pro­ 
foundly true. 
Mrs. Wightman is an exponent of the fact that the prohibitionists 
are not always to be found on tenabio giound. 


But—and the word should bo capitalized and emphasized—she fails to 
realizo, as do her sponsors and backers fail to realize, that arguments in favor 
of the liquor traffic are long since doad. It is no longer a debatable question. 
The question is no longer "Shall we prohibit the sale and manufacture of liquor 
in the United States?" but "How soon will we prohibit the sale and manufac­ 
ture of liquor in the United States?" 
The arguments were all submitted long 


ago, 
and $ie people, the world over, drinkers and abstainers alike, know that 
there can be no favorable, intelligent, convincing thing said for the liquor 
business. 
It does not belong in twentieth century progress. 
We wish to say 
tbis to the prohibitionists—no argument you can bring forward will change the 
trend of events—and we say the same thing to Mrs. Wightman and her backers. 
The liquor business is to cease to be a business in this country because business 
men say so. Just when this is to come is the only undecided question. 
It may 
be flvo years or twenty, but nothing can stop the eventual and inevitable death 
of the liquor business in the American nation.

EDITING 
SHAKESPEARE. 


Nicholas Rowe, Poet Laureate, Was tlto 
First to Attempt It. 


The first folio was printed 
partly 
from the enrlier quurtos and partly 
from manuscript copies In the bands of 
players. 
It did not have tbo careful 
editing 
that HO important a 
work 
should have had. but It preserved from 
destruction a number of the plays that 
had not appeared in quarto form. 


Nicholas Howe, poet laureate and 
dramntlst, hi his edition of 1700 made 
the first attempt to edit Shakespeare In 
the 
modern 
sense. 
He 
modernized 
spelling, 
punctuation 
and 
grammar, 
added lists of dramatis personae' and 
divided tho acts and scenes properly. 
Since his time editors have been busily 
engaged in corrections and emenda­ 
tions. 


Alexander Pope, the second editor, 
Issued bis Shakespeare in 1723, and 
this Was followed in 1733 by Lewis 
Theobald's edition, whose bitter attack 
upon Pope in "Shakcspcnro Restored" 
led to the lutter's making Theobald tho 
dull and pedantic hero of his "Dun- 
clad." 
Tbo handsome edition by Sir 
Thomas Ilaumer appeared in 1744 and 
William 
Warburtou's 
In 1747. Dr. 
Samuel Johnson's edition was publish­ 
ed in 1705. Then came Edward Ca- 
pell's in 1707-tW. George Stecvens' in 


1773, 
Joseph 
Rami's in 1780-04 and 
Edward Mulonc's in 1700.—New York 
rimes. 


SECRET OF A FLOWER. 


How 
Did the Trumpet Vine Diacovar 
the Bared Stump? 


If some one advanced the theory that 
this plant had some unknown power 
of reasoning you would probably reply 
that "plants can't reason because they 
have no mind."

after 
you liear 
this 
story, 
related by Uoyal Dixon, who writes 
entertainingly about how near like hu­ 
man beings In their actions plants are. 


The story Is about a trumpet vine, 
the favorite of many an old fashioned 
garden. About twenty feet from where 
It grew was an old pine stump with 
the bark on. One day a fire was built 
about the foot of tho stump, and the 
bark* was burned off. 


Immediately the trumpet vino sent 
forth a long trailer across the garden 
to the stump. 
It raised tho tendrils, 
felt the smooth surface of the stump 
and started to climb. 
Beforo long tho 
whole blackened surface was hidden 
beneath the leaves and blossoms of the 
new vino. 


With the rough bark on the stump 
provided no surface for the clinging 
tendrils of the vine. After the fire de­ 
stroyed the bark the vino found a 
place to climb.

Ranchers in this valley will b e inter­ 
ested in the booklet, " F a r m e r s ' Short 
Courses," just issued by the Univer­ 
sity of California. The university farm 
at Davis will hold (his course from O c t . 
12 t o Nov. 10. The booklet and other in­ 
formation may be obtained b y writing 
the dean of the college of agriculture, 
Berkeley. 


The purpose of the short course in 
agriculture is to enable persons, espec­ 
ially those of mature years and ranch 
experience, to acquire n knowledge of 
the fundamental 
principles of agricul­ 
ture and the results of the latest inves­ 
tigations in practical 
ranch work, in 
the production of fruit, grains, and live 
stock of the various classes. The rapid­ 
ity with which the science of agricul­ 
ture has developed and the many ways 
in which ranch profits may be increased 
or losses reduced make it highly desir­ 
able for the modern rancher to add the 
fruits of the latest research to his own 
practical experience. 


There is no state in the union where 
agriculture is so diversified ns in Cali­ 
fornia, and it is to meet this situation 
that the college of agriculture has ar­ 
ranged for the conduct of the farmers' 
short courses at the university farm, in 
which instruction is offered in subjects 
relating to all branches of agriculture, 
of 
importance to the state. 
Separate 
courses wi'l lie given in the following 
subjects: 
general 
agriculture, 
dairy 
manufacturers (for creamery men nnd 
cheese makers), horticulture, 
including 
deciduous fruits, citrus anil semi-tropi­ 
cal fruits, viticulture and olives, poul­ 
try husbandry, and farm tractors.
